  16   THE DEPARTMENT SHALL DEVELOP AND MAINTAIN A DIRECTORY OF ALL 
  17  MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISES IN THE STATE THAT INCLUDES: 
 
  18    (1) THE NAME, MAILING ADDRESS, TELEPHONE NUMBER, AND 
  19  ELECTRONIC MAIL ADDRESS OF THE MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISE; 
 
  20    (2) WHETHER THE MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISE IS BONDED OR 
  21  BONDABLE; 
 
  22    (3) THREE PROFESSIONAL REFERENCES FOR EACH MINORITY BUSINESS 
  23  ENTERPRISE; 
 
  24    (4) THE AMOUNT, TYPE, AND LOCATION OF THE MINORITY BUSINESS 
  25  ENTERPRISE'S LAST THREE CONTRACTS; AND 
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   1    (5) ANY OTHER INFORMATION THAT THE DEPARTMENT DETERMINES IS 
   2  NECESSARY TO CONTACT A MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISE. 
 
   3   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 
   4  October 1, 2004.
